Big Milling Firm Invests in Alberta 
Négotiations have been concluded 
by the Spillers milling interests of 


Great Britain, to take over the inter- 
ests of the Alberta [Flour Mills in 
Calgary, and complete the large mill 
now’under way iby that company. The 
cost of completing this mill will be 
about $1,500,000. The designed capa- 
city is 10,000 barrels per day, and the 
payroll! will be upwards of a quarter 
of'a million dollars yearly. It is 
stated that the Spillers interests even- 
tually plan investments totalling 
$15,000,000 in Alberta. Large invest- 
ments are also being made at Van- 
couver in connection with the hand- 
ling of grain. Prominent Alberta 
men will join the directorate of the 
new Alberta concern. 


Road Building Program 


More than 400 miles of new roads 
aré now under construction in the 
province under the direction of the 
Provincial Public Works ‘Department. 
Several contracts have recently been 
awarded for roadwork in various 
parts of the province.

Grain shipments for the 1923-24 
season out of the Lethbridge division 
of 'the CJP.R. totalled 37,000,000 bush- 
els, of which 34,000,000 bushels was 
wheat . 


New Co-operative Pools 

During the past week co-operative 
marketing has been advanced a step 
further in the province with the or- 
ganization of the Alberta Co-opera- 
tive Livestock Pool and the Alberta 
Dairy Producers, Limited, both of 
which plan to market products 
throughout the province on a _ con- 
tract pool basis. 


; Good Farming Counts 

R. K. Bohannan, an Alberta farmer 
who came from Tllinois originally. and 
is now 73 years old, tells how he has 
successfully raised crops in a district 
affected in some years by dry condi- 
tions. He lives at Sibbald, in which 
district in 1922 light yields were ob- 
tained. After the crop of that year 
Mr, Bohannan wrote to the Hanna 
‘Herald as follows: I don’t know 
whether I am farming in the driest 
part of Alberta or not, but we have 
raised at our place by our system 
from 20 to 30 bushels of wheat per 
acre for the past two seasons, and 
the lowest yield we ever had on the 
farm in eleven years was in 1914, by 
the old system, when we raised 17 
bushels per acre, and we have raised 
as high as 30 bushels of wheat and 
106 ibushels of oats per acre. So why 
should 1 not think this is the best

country in North. America? 

This year Mr. Bohannan confidently 
predicts he will have a yield -of 25 
bushels of wheat to the acre. The 
main feature of Mr. Bohannan’s sys- 
tem of farming is consistent culti- 
vation. :

APPROVE CREAM - 
GRADING SYSTEM 


Expressing approval of the system 
of. cream grading established under 
the Alberta Dairymen’s Act, the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed by rep- 
resentative milk and cream producers 
of Alberta, @ copy of which has been 
received by the Department of Agri- 
culture, at Edmonton: 

‘We, the undersigned representa- 
tive milk and cream producers of Al- 
‘berta, hereby express our whole- 
hearted endorsation of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Act, and the ministerial 
regulations made thereunder, and our 
approval of the system of cream grad- 
ing established under the said regu- 
lation. 

“Furthermore, having fully consid- 
ered the recent prosecutions launched 
against the Meadow Creamery Co., 
of Alix, we unhesitatingly endorse the 
action which the dairy commissioner 
took in the matter in seekjng ‘to 
secure a strict enforcement of the 
Dairymen’s Act and its regulations. 

“The owner of the Meadow Cream- 
ery Company was not prosecuted and 
fined for paying more for a particular 
grade of cream than his competitors. 
This creamery owner volated the 
Dairymen’s Act in paying for cream 
on a grade higher than the grade es- 
tablished by the government grader. 
He was also convicted for discrimi- 
nating in paying less to one patron 
of the creamery than to another for 
the same grade of cream. This prac- 
tice is specifically prohibited by the 
Dairymen’s Act. There is nothing in 
that Act, or in the regulations of the 
Minister of Agriculture made under 
the Act, to prevent a creamery owner

F,B, GARVELL K.C,, DIES 
SUDDENLY AT ST. JOHN 


St. John, N.B,, August 11—Frank 
Carvell, chairman of the board of 
railway: commissioners of Canada, 
was suddenly stricken at his home in 
Woodstock on. Saturday afternoon, and 
was found dead on his farm shortly 
after 5 o'clock, He had walked: to, his 
farm through the ffields, a consider- 
able distance, and it was very hot. 


This, no doubt, contributed to the 


fatal seizure. : 
Mr. Carvell had arrived from Otta- 
wa at noon, appearing to be in the 


best of health. He had frequently 
complained of a shortness of breath 
after strenuous physical exertion, 
but he always put it down, laughing- 
ly, to growing corpulence. 

After telling the members of his 
household ‘that he would be back at 
5 o'clock, Mr. ‘Carvell started walking 
toward his farm. When he failed to 
return a Search was made and he was 
found lying as he had fallen. Dr. M. 
P. Grant, who was hastily summoned, 
said that from the position of. the 
body death must have ‘been instan- 
taneous. Death was caused from em- 
bolism, he said. 7 

Mr. Carvell is survived by his wife, 
one brother, Robert, of Lakeville, and 
two sisters, Miss Elizabeth, who is in 
Burope with the teachers’ party, and 
Miiss Bertha -of Boston. :

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DOMINION ELECTION RUMOURS 


- The political prophets say there 
is likely to be a dissolution of the 
Dominion Parliament this autumn 
and an election in the winter. Their 
prediction is ‘based chiefly on the 
large sums of money for the spending 
of which the Government took author- 
ity in the closing days of the session. 
If this proves to be true, it will en- 
tirely bear out what was said in the 
articles which appeared in McLean's 
Magazine some time ago as to the 
discreditable expenditure of public 
money on what is nothing more or 
less than political bribery. We might 
have ‘thought that such an exposure 
as was then made in what is one of 
the most widely read of all Canadian 
magazines would have conveyed 
something in the nature of a deter- 
rent warning to a government whose 
position is precarious now and . is 
likely to ‘be something worse than 
precarious after a general election. 
If the prophets are correct, it has not 
done 80, and it is to be hoped that 
that fact will secure full publicity if 
the election does come off this winter. 

Blectfon or no election, there ‘was 
yet one more feature of the late ses- 
sion which again bore out the accur- 
acy of the writer in McoLean’s Maga- 
zine. This was the authorization, 
also obtained with the benefit of dis- 
cussion at the end of the session for 
a very large Dominion ‘of Canada 
loan. This was practically the most 
important measure of the session, yet 
it apparently occasioned less interest 
and certainly led to less discussion 
than paltry trifles which were 
wrangled over at tedious length during 
the earlier part of the session. The 
Government naturally must take the 
main blame for this, but it does not 
add to the credit of the Conservatives 
and the Progressives that they allow- 
ed such a thing to happen in face of 
their strength in the House of Com- 
mong. it shakes the whole confidence 
of the people in their representatives 
when things like this go on without 
apparently anything like a sincere and 
adequate protest. 

If the loan was a comparatively 
simple, non-controversial transaction 
as to which there was no occasion 
for much argument and discussion, 
then the proper time for its author- 
ization was not at the end of a long 
session when interest was largely 
dead. If, on the other hand, it was 
in any way a matter of doubt or en- 
quiry, then the discussion of it was 
wholly inadequate. 

It should be noted that the loan is to 
be floated In (New York and neither in 
Canada nor in London. In view of 
the obvious inclination of the present 
Government to strengthen Canada’s 
relations with the United States and 
weaken them with Great Britain and 
the Empire, this fact is not surpris- 
ing. It would be interesting, though 
probably quite impossible, to get a 
really candid public statement from 
Mr. Mackenzie King as to his views 
on the Empire and Canada’s relation 
to it. Judging by ‘his actions, one 
might {magine that he has been delib- 
erately looking for a chance to cause 
an estrangement between Canada and 
the Empire, and to increase yet more 
the financial and economic grip of 
the United States on Canada. If Mr. 
(MladKenzie King alms at playing with 
respect to Canada and the United 
States the part which King James Il. 
tried to play with respect to England 
and France, that is to say, to make 
his country the dependent pensioner 
of its great nelghbour—he will do 
well to remember that James II. pald 
for his attempt by the loss of his 
throne without a blow being struck to 
save him and with hardly a single 


expression of regret following him 
into exile. It seems likely that there 
would be a similar paucity of regrets 
if the Canadian King found a per- 
manent exile in the States of his 
veiled preference, as the Stuart King 
did in the France of his open affec- 
tion. Meantime Canadians who value 
their country’s independent and hon- 
ourable place in the Empire should 
take all possible measures to speed 
the parting guest on his southward 
way. 


UNRELIABLE CROP REPORTS 


In these critic:] months from the 
farmers’ standpoint, almost the most 
interesting features of our news- 
papers to the farmers are the crop 
and weather reports which appear 
from time to time. They are of real 
importance to the farmers as a -guide 
to them in their day to day policy. It 
is, therefore, disappointing to hear 
amongst farmers living out in the 
country frequent expressions of doubt 
as to the accuracy of these reports. 
it is usually the unofficial reports in 
the daily press which come in for 
most criticism, the suggestion being 
that they are as a rule too optimistic, 
too vague, and often wholly wrong. 
We see large headlines about “Boun- 
tiful Rains” and “Prospects of a Bum- 
per Harvest,” and we read the detail- 
ed reports showing so many hours of 
rain over such and such a district, 
and then perhaps we meet a farmer 
from that very district who explains 
that the rain missed his place entire- 
ly and that his crops are withering 
and dying. The exasperation produc- 
ed among such men by the cheery 
reports in the press is much the 
same as that often produced amongst 
our men at the front in the war when 
they spent perhaps a day and night 
cowering for their lives in the trench- 
es under a concentrated hail of ma- 
chine gun bullets, shrapnel and high 
explosives, and then read in the 
papers of a day or two later that on 
the day in question “all was quiet on 
the Western front.” 

This ought not ‘to be. It does not 
matter where the fault Mes, whether 
those who send in these reports are 
careless or there is a tendency on the 
part of those who receive them to give 
as optimistic a colour to the siutation 
as possible—the effect is to mislead the 
public and to shake the credit of the 
press generally. It may be that this 
is merely one more aspect of that 
mistaken and childish policy of optim- 
istic exaggeration, vulgarly known as 
“boost,” which thinks that by saying 
that all is well and refusing to look 
difficulties in the face, a bad situation 
may tbe cured and difficulties 
may somehow be dodged. We doubt 
whether there is anything more in 
the matter than the slackness of in- 
dividual observers and a natural de- 
sire to look on the bright side of 
things. We have heard of special) 
crop  eporters speeding blithely 
through districts in non-stop trains 
and sending back telegrams as_ to 
conditions in some of the districts 
passed through, to be sent off from 
intermediate stations as if the report- 
er had really stopped there and made 
proper enquiries. This nefarious pro- 
ceeding is, we believe, rare, nor is 
there any ground for suspecting a 
dark conspiracy amongst financial 
speculators on the wheat exchanges 
to manipulate the news in the press 
in order to favour their operations. 
This sort of suggestion springs up in 
the minds of farmers who grow sus- 
picions more readily than wheat. 

Nevertheless, the impression of un- 
reliability is too common with respect 
to these reports. TIt’is quite impos- 
sible for the newspapers themselves 
to check the reports sent in to them 
on all occasions, and confirm their 
accuracy by cross enquiries. They 
have to take a certain amount on 
trust, and it is, therefore, only fair, 
as It is highly desirable, that all who 
send in such reports to the press 
should be careful to make them both 
accurate in respect of observation 
and moderate in respect of estimates. 
Under present conditions the re- 
Habillity of the press is a really im- 
portant factor in the life of a com- 
munity, and it would be a wholly 
harmful thing if the impression be- 
came established that: statements 
made in the papers in respect of 
crops or anything else could not be 
trusted. 


“-.. NEE RED DEER NEWS, RED DEER 


THE. .END OF. .PROHIBITION. IN 
‘WESTERN CANADA 


As has been already reported inthe 
press, the liquor referendum in Sas- 
katchewan resulted in the decisive de; 
feat of prohibition and a majority for 
government control. Thus the whole 
of Western Canada has made trial of 
prohibition and after trial has reject- 
ed it. In Saskatchewan the decision 
is in favour of government control 
throughout, covering the sale of all 
liquors. In our opinion this is defi- 
nitely ‘better. than the hybrid system 
introduced into.Alberta as the result 
of the muddled and obscure clause 
“D" vote. 

We believe that what the people of 
Alberta wanted and what they thought 
they were voting for was what Sas- 
katchewan has now voted for, namely, 
the enabling of citizens to obtain un- 
der due restriction liquor for con- 
sumption in their own homes, and 
the elimination so far as possible of 
private profits in the liquor trade, 
which from its very nature is unsui¥. 
able for exploitation as a means of 
private gain. The beer bar and the 
club license are superfluities which 
crept into the referendum in obscure 
form and under circumstances not 
easily intelligible. Now that they 
have become established, they are 
likely to ibe difficult to get rid~ of. 
Vested interests will take root around 
them, and fight strenuously to keep 
them in existence. 

Nevertheless, while the beer saloons 
and licensed clubs—much the same 
thing in some cases—are not good 
things, the net result of the change 
from total prohibition in Alberta 
seems likely to ‘be a benefit. There is 
probably more drinking than before 
the change—though even that is 
doubtful—pbut it is mainly beer drink- 
ing, which is infinitely preferable to 
the drinking of illictly brewed or ad- 
ulterated spirits. Further, it is no 
longer semi-secret drinking. The 
thoroughly ugly atmosphere of half- 
veiled deflance of the law is gone. 
The liquor interests are out in the 
open, and insofar as they are bad, 
they have now lost the support of 
moderate men, who under prohibition 
were inclined to look with tolerance 
on the illicit liquor dealers as a sort 
of embodied protest against excessive 
interference with personal liberty. 
This reluctant alliance between the 
moderate man and the liquor shark, 
if he may be so described, was the 
real evil of prohibition. The alliance 
is now dissolved and the liquor sharks 
cruise alone. It is true that they 
may snap up here and there a weak 
man who under prohibition would 
have gone safely on his way without 
going near their hidden lurking plac- 
es, but the loss in this way is prob- 
ably considerably less than that 
which was incurred when they enjoy- 
ed something approaching to the 
position of public champions. There 
can now bé neither sympathy with 
nor excuse for any breach of the 
liquor law. 

There is so much that is utterly bad 
about the liquor traffic and so much 
that is wholly good about the temper- 
anes movement that it is to be hoped 
that the temperance party will not 
make the mistake of devoting their 
energies to an agitation for a return 
to prohibition in the West. We com- 
mend earnestly to their attention the 
unholy alliance now existing in the 
United States between the prohibi- 
tionists and the liquor interests. 
Both of them are fighting strenuously 
to uphold prohibition as it now is, 
and in view of the flatly opposed 
reasons for doing so, it is obvious 
that there is something sadly amiss 
with the results of prohibition in the 
States. ‘With all deference we sug- 
gest to the temperance party that 
their most useful line of action is to 
preach and practise moderation, the 
soundness of voluntary total abstin- 
ence, which no one can possibly find 
fault with, the risk of liquor drink- 
ing, which only a few will deny, and 
the utter folly and bestiality of drunk- 
enness, which none but fools’ wil! 
dispute. If they do this, we Delieve 
that they will find public opinion 
increasingly with them, and_ the 
cause of unforced temperance advanc- 
ing unchecked.

Brief Deductions from this Experiment 

1. Uniformity of groups is a most 
important factor in successful sale. 
The man who can breed or buy for 
export steers of uniform colour gets 
the proverbial benefit of the buyers’ 
first impressions. The low set, 
blocky type of steer gets the feeder’s 
eye. 

2. The British feeder likes best a 
bullock .that is young enough and 
spare enough to grow and fatten at 
the same time. The yearling or two 
year old steer that has been wintered 
economically on home grown feeds 
and with cheap housing, and that is 


‘ shipped off grass in the fall, is a good 


proposition for both buyer and seller. 
For the former he grows and fattens, 
for the latter he represents a sale of 
a strictly home produced article. 

3. The lighter spring shipped feeder 
steer may go forward from February 
to April, to finish off grass as fat in 
August and September. During April, 
May and June the “short keeps” or 
cattle forward in condition will finda 
market provided they will develop 
not more than an 800 pound carcass 
when subject to a “short keep” fol- 
lowing period. It must be remem: 
bered that the short keep, fat, or 
choice butcher steer, when exported, 
represents a heavier investment 
(greater feed cost), to the shipper 
and is frequently a riskier proposi- 
tion. Shipping the feeder steer that 
has been developed largely on grass 
and home grown roughage with little 
concentrates, involves minimum risk 
on the part of the shipper and allows 
the British feeder to do the gambling. 

4. The time of shipment, therefore, 
has much to do with the weight and 
age of stzer to ship. The young light- 


distinctly, , weight steer, if well selected, is very 


popular as indicated by this experi- 
ment. Unless prices~f’re markedly 
advanced for the 900 pound steer, 
;however, the economy of shipping 


him is doubtful... Speaking generally 
the butcher or retail type’ of steer 
commands the highest price when 
fat.. The British dealers like the 
handy weight butcher steer, just as 
in Canada, (Shippers would do well, 
therefore, in selecting steers ‘that 
would land in England weighing not 
greatly in excess of 1250 pounds.

q. Finally, it may once more be 
pointed out that Great Britain. need 
not be considered as .a_ profitable 
outlet for the common butcher steer, 
of which there is too great a percent- 
age on our markets. Breeding herds 
of beef cattle in Canada cannot be 
allowed to deteriorate, if we are to 
cater to and make a name for our- 
selves on the British market.

Radio stations are tobe established 
near Montreal and Vancouver as 
links in the Empire wireless station 
program as the result of arrange- 
ments just completed between the 
British Government, the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries of Canada 
and the affiliated Marconi com- 
panies. 


The Manitoba Pulp and Paper 
Company will, it is understood, 
shortly establish a plant at St. Boni- 
face, near Winnipeg, Man. The 
company plans to expend $3,600,000 
of its $5,000,000 capital on imme- 
diate operations, and to build a 200- 
ton newsprint mill, employing about 
700 men. 


Canada’s trade is growing at a 
faster ratio than ever before, de- 
spite the war. She now sells to 100 
and buys from 77 countries, Her 
total foreign trade, in the calendar 
year 1928, reached $1,918,264,789, 
an increase of 16 per cent in one 
year, and her interchange of com- 
merce increased 70 per cent between 
1913-14 and the past year.

4 season, it is announced: The es- 
timate of grain handled through 
terminal elevators for the 1923-4 
season is 58,000,000 bushels. 


The steel superstructure of the 
new Ste. Anne de Beaupre Basilica, 
which is to replace the destroyed 
edifice ‘at the famous shrine, has 
now been completed and it is ex- 
pected that by next July the ex- 
terior of the church will be nearly 
finished. It is not anticipated, how- 
ever, that the building will be en- 
tirely ready until July, 1926. In 
the meantime, thousands of pil- 
grims continue to visit the shrine 
and several miracles have been re- 
cently reported. ' 


Figures issued by the Department 
of Agriculutre for the Province of 
Quebec show that there has been 
a marked improvement in the con- 
dition of farmers of the province 
over last year, due to good crops, to 
such an extent that, instead of dis- 
tributing grain seeds to the value 
of over $125,000 as was the case last 
year, only $60,000 worth was neces- 
sary to meet this year’s require- 
ments. Hon. J. E. Caron, Minister 
of Agriculture for the province, 
basing his anticipations on present 
crop prospects, expects a still fur- 
ther improvement in the near fu- 
ture. ,

The new executive went into ses- 
sion on Saturday morning to discuss 
plans and to formulate a definite pol- 
icy for the organization of the dairy 
products pool. It is expected that a 
number of meetings will be held dur- 
ing the next week or so before any 
program is actually lined up. A fur- 
ther conference of this committee 
with members of the department of 
agriculture is planned for Saturday 
afternoon. 

Members of the provisional board 
of the Alberta Livestock Producers, 
Ltd., gathered in the city at the same 
time with the idea of consulting offi- 
clals of the department with regard 
to the definite policy of the new live- 
stock pool. Those in attendance as 
members of the board included M. A.

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STUDY TUBERCULOSIS 
IN CATTLE 


For the purpose of- studying Bovine 
Tuberculosis and the transmission of 
the disease from animal to man and 
between animals, the Provincial Min- 
ister of Health, Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
has appointed ‘the following commit- 
tee: Dr. Rankin, Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine, Alberta University; Dr. 
J. J. Ower, Professor of Pathology, Al- 
berta University; Dr. Shaw, Serolog- 
ist, Alberta University; Dr. A. FH. 
Baker, ‘Superintendent of the Central 
Alberta Sanatorium; Dr. P. Talbot, 
Chief Veterinarian, Province of Al- 
berta; Dr. D. L. McCullough, Assis- 
tant Superintendent, Ponoka Mental 
Hospital; Dr. W. C. Laidlaw, Deputy 
Minister of Health for Alberta. 

It has ‘been found that some of the 
cattle in the dairy herd at the Provin- 
cial Mental Hospital at Ponoka are 
re-actors to the twherculin test. These 
have been isolated and it is the inten- 
tion to study ‘the secretions of these 
animals as to the infectiveness. It 
has been the practise and has been 
urged in the past that all such ani- 
mals should be slaughtered. It was 
with the intention of stimulating fur- 
ther research along these lines that 
the minister has arranged for the 
formation of this committee. |
